Generally, the April 2006 amendment sought to reintroduce 
withdrawn dependent claims which were subject to an initial species 
restriction. 



The April 2006 amendment was believed proper as the dependent 
claims encompassed all the limitations of allowed generic claims. 

As stated by the Examiner In the restriction requirement mailed 

December 3, 2004: 

"Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to 
consideration of claims to additional species which are written in 
dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an 
allowed generic claim." 

In response to the April 2006 amendment, the Examiner refused to 
enter the amendment "due to changed claimed of the invention." 

As the April 2006 amendment is expressly directed to dependent 
claims, which claims were subject to a now unsustainable species 
requirement, Applicant respectfully requests entry of the April 2006 
amendment.
